On Aug. 18th, we started out by car from Phoenix to San Diego at 6:00 a.m. The air 
conditioning had broken down the day before so we wanted an early start to stay cooler.

Harold 
ended'up spending his birthday evening being a bartender, (and he'll only drink one small 
wine cooler a night * himself - ulcers). 

TUESDAY, the bourse opened. I was shaking hands with so many people that Henry Blaha 
and Steve Penzes and Alice Moon beat me to all the goodies. I didn't pick up a single new 
elongated for my collection, that wasn't of recent issue. 

Th<_t afternoon we saw Lloyd and Alberta Wagaman. Found out all 400 badges for the 
TEC Convention had to be put in order by Member's Numbers, so we decided to go up to the 
DGW'sroom, (we had 2 twin beds butted together and it made a wonderful sorting table.) 
Lloyd, Alberta, Alice, Steve, Henry and I worked for 2 hours sorting badges into order, 
and then putting the ones for people we knew had already arrived in one stack, and the 
others in two big boxes. Poor Alice had charge of them and what a load. Needless to say, 
with that many working it made the job seem more like fun. 

Hal Silene had another party that night, poor Harold worked again. 

WEDNESDAY, went thru' the bourse again, and all of us watching to see who needed a 
TEC Badge, and poor Alice having to periodically trot off and get some more. 
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TEC officers that were present so far, and committee chairmen, had a nice informal 
meeting in the Hospitality Room planning what to bring up at the next days Board lYleeting, 
c_ny last items.

After a 3 l/4 hour meeting (see Board meeting minutes for details), I had 15 min¬ 
utes to get dressed for the "DETROIT mONEY mUSEUm's" cocktail party, with wonderful 
Hors D'oeuvres. After that I went to the ANA Education Forum. Then after that to the 
1st official Numismatic Literary Guild meeting. It was a full day. 

FRIDAY, started out by having a cup of tea with Ed ITIcClung and his wife and 
daughter, then I left them to attend a TAIYIS Board meeting. Right after that was the 
ANA Awards Presentations, and I was real pleased to see Alice Noon receive a 2nd Place 
on her Canadian Exhibit (On money, not elongateds). At 2 p.m., we had TEC's General 
meeting (see minutes for details of meeting). I presented the program of color slides 
of unlisted elongateds, that ended at 5:30 p.m., and again a mad dash to get dressed, 
then a quick visit to the Calif. Exonumist Society Cocktail party, then on to the Franklin 
mint Cocktail party (I drank ginger ale at both, STRAIGHT), and then the TAMS Banquet 
at 7 p.m. where I was to pass out the TAIYIS elongated Banquet favors. 

SAT URDA Y, ANA Club Representatives Breakfast at 8 a.m. I believe this is the day 
Ray Lefman had his bloody fY)ary party (first one I've ever been to). I had grapefruit 
juice, my husband was drinking Bloody lYlarys and they went down so smooth, he thought he 
was drinking tomato juice until he saw Ray mix a few. This was held in Eva Adams Suite, 
(maybe next time I'll take a couple of notes, if I got a couple of events on the wrong 
days, people will have to forgive me, I thought someone else was going to write up the 
convention report, and this is all 100>i from memory.) 

I had to then take down my display (I was the only one displaying elongateds, but I 
did not win a prize this year). 

For the first time, I had a little time to relax and could dress in leisure for the 
big ANA Banquet. Just before the Banquet we went to the Dan Brown's Cocktail Party. 

The program at the Banquet was "The Pageant of Flags", done by the marines, and it 
was very beautiful. At the very end of the evening, Henry Blaha and I went up to the 
"SKYLIGHT ROOm", where you could look way out and see all the lights of San Diego. It 

had been a long convention, and a tiring one, but the work was done, so we wanted a 

champagne cocktail to toast the end of it.

If you were in the main part of the El Cortez Hotel, you needed a map, a guide dog, 
and a pair of strong legs to get to the Bourse or to the Exhibits, which were in another 
building across the street.

THE FOLLOWING WAS RECEIVED FROM ROBERT W. CALLANDER, TEC # 307. "Bob" is one of our 
most devoted and serious collectors of Elongated coins. "Several weeks ago I purchased 
some ILL-CPIE elongated coins from a party in Chicago. He had worked at the Fair as a 
young man and wrote of his experiences as follows: 

"Now there were two men, Kelly and Elmer, who were partners' and received official 
permission to place souvenir penny machines at the World's Fair. Mr. Elmer had the 
idea from some county or state fair and went to the Mailer's Building, 5 So. Wabash, 
Chicago, a jewelers' building, and bought a machine which jewelers use to roll and thin 
out metals. Elmer had an engraver make the Indian Villages coin souvenirs. The penny 
was placed between the two steel rollers and as the penny caught the beginning of the 
etched out engraving, the rolled out coin would have the impression and shape of the en¬ 
graving. 


The souvenir stand paid me § .IB an hour. I worked 10 hours a day, and 7 days a 
week. My pay was 3 10.50 a week! This was the Depression Years. I was glad to have 
this job, but there were other jobs that paid more or one could earn more and so I 
spent my lunch hours looking for something better. After six weeks on the souvenir stands 
I attracted Mr. Elmer who hired me to operate the Indian Villages penny souvenir machine. 

We would say to the people, "Make a souvenir from your penny for five cents, just a 
nickel, folks, a souvenir of the Chicago World's Fair on your penny." My earnings 
• began to hit $ 20.00 to 3 22.00 a week. This was real money. So, after the fair 
closed when Mr. Elmer said he would be in Miami, Fla., we decided to join him there. 

There we ran off Florida souvenirs on pennies and a few on nickels. 


The 1934 World's Fair saw me in Chicago as a stand manager. Now Mr. Cornelius or¬ 
ganized the Century Coin Machines, Ind. He was a Republican Chicago Ward Committee¬ 
man and got the exclusive for the whole fair. In 1933 tie had the very successful 
American Indian Villages. Now there were coin souvenir machines everywhere. Some machines 
were successful, others were duds.

The next day was almost the same. The day was cold, and the wind velocity off the lake 
was terrific. 


I got 3 25.00 a week as supervisor. Men turning the machines got S 20.00 per week. 

Gradually the machines picked up so that by July 9, 1934, the Italian Village machine 
was grossing 3 50.00 per day, Colonial Village $ 20.00, etc. Souvenir pennies were now 

displayed on green plush boards. Stands that did not average « 250.00 per week was drop¬ 
ped. Some of the machines turned hard and the engravings came out badly. The long hours, 

seven days a week, were too much for a single man. So I quit this job for something else. 


Thank you, BOB, for sharing the above with your fellow members. By the time you 
see this published here you will have received, classified, and entered into your collec¬ 
tion a little gift or award or what-have-you from the Editor. Hope you liked it.

Kennedy.” edited by Alex J. 
Goldman (Belmont Productions, 
Inc., N. Y.) and cover quota¬ 
tions on “Action,” “Deeds,” 

‘ ‘Physical Fitness,” “Educa¬

THE; SPIRIT OF CHRISTMAS and New Year's has long 
oeen remembered by many ways. One medium, thought by 
many to be of just recent origin, is elongated coins. 
Hero is where they are wrong, as Xmas and New Year's 
have been remembered on elongated coins since the turn 
of the century. 



THE FIRST TV/O ELONGATEDS we know of for Xmas 
(they are undated), are both of a stage coach drawn by 
fo'ir horses. Wording on one of them is, "Merry Xmas and 
a Happy New Year/Gocd Luck Penny." The other spells 
out the word "Christmas." The first' dated Xmas elongated 
is of a head of Santa with evergreen below, with wording 
"A Merry Xmas 1911." 



TWO OLDER DATED NEW YEAR'S ELONGATEDS 
include one from 1209 with a horseshoe, swastika in 
the center, and wording, "My/New Year/1909/Lucky/ 
Cert." There is another old New Year's elongated dated 
1912, with a horseshoe with a four leaf clover in the 
center, a swastika below, and wording, "My/New Year/ 
1912/Lucky/Cent." 

THE RECENT YEARS SINCE 1994 have brought many 
nev elongateds for Xmas and New Year's with many new 
manufacturers getting into the act. The majority of these 
marufacturers have used "Santa'.' lor their pattern. Kalpn 




Jobe had two varieties, each very similar. For 1964 and 
1965, each with a Santa Head. 1964 was vertical on coin, 
with wording "Merry/1954/Xmas." The 1965 was hori¬ 
zontal on the coin with wording "1965/Merry Xmas. 


FOR 1965 "LEM MARTIN" didn't come out with just a 
plain Santa Head, but with his name on it and wording,' 
"Merry Christmas/From/'Lem' Martin." 




RALPH JONES has also stayed with "Santa." This year 
he has one with the wording, "Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year/12-25-68/R’.J." It's a full figure of 
Santa shaking a‘bpU s ^nd it reminds me of the Santa's 
dressed-up downtown in Chicago, standing next to their 
pots, collecting money from the busy Xma3 shoppers for 
the Salvation Army to give Xmas dinners to the needy. 


ARIZONA ELONGATEDS has been one of the very few 
manufacturers to change it's motif every year and has 
never used a "Santa."In 1965 it was "A Manger Scene." 
In 1966 "Four Xmas Carolers" were featured, in 1967 
"A Candy Cane" was the subject, and in 1968 "A Boy 
and Girl Angel" were the motif. Their New Year's 


elongateds for 1967 and 1963 featured "The Little New 
Year's Guy Himself." The only other manufacturer of 
recent years known to have made a Xmas elongated that 
did not have a Santa on it was Jack Meccariello, who 
issued one of a Xmas Tree in 1965 with wording, "Merry 
Christmas/1965." It was quite roughly done and of a 
very limited issue. 
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PERHAPS THIS ARTICLE will tend to make other manu- . v 
facturers try media other than "Santa." Only time will 
tell! h'
